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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 20 and 23-30 are under consideration in this Office Action. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 20 and 23-30 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Applicants' invention is directed toward a novel polynucleotide encoding a polypeptide having 
phosphofructokinase activity, a vector comprising said polynucleotide, and a bacterial host cell 
transformed with said vector. The prior art neither teaches nor suggests a polynucleotide that is 
at least 90% or 95% identical to SEQ ID NO: 1 which encodes a protein with the amino acid 
sequence of SEQ ID NO:2 and wherein said protein has phosphofructokinase enzymatic activity. 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicants' 
disclosure: Hirano et al. (Accession AB083051) teach a polynuleotide encoding a 6- 
phosphofructokinase from Corynebacterium efficiens which has 55.7% identity to SEQ ID NO:l 
(see enclosed alignment).
